ASK AIR RAID BAR 
OF HOOVER

CHICAGO—(FP)—Since the only 
visible result of protests to the war de¬ 
partment against .the aerial bombard¬ 
ment of Chicago has been the addition 
of 200 war planes to this expensive 
mock battle, a citizens committee has 
appealed to Pres. Hoover in the follow¬ 
ing telegram: 

“A committee representing many or¬ 
ganizations in Chicago interested in the 
celebration of International Good Will 
day, May 18, respectfully petitions you 
as commander-in-chief of the military 
forces of the United States .to counter¬ 
mand orders for the demonstration of 
the air forces over the city during that 
week. 

“We would point out that such a 
demonstration of preparedness for war 
at any time is out of place on the part of 
a nation which has taken the lead in a 
movement for renouncing war as an in¬ 
strument of international dealing, and 
further, that it is* most unfortunate to 
advertise to the world our lack of faith

NEW YORK—(FP)—Thousands of 
Protestant preachers have “withdrawn 
their sanction and support from the war 
system,” says Kirby Page, The World 
Tomorrow, after a check of 19,372 an¬ 
swers to a questionnaire sent to 50,000 
preachers and 3,000 seminary students. 
The result of the survey is carried in 
the May issue of The World Tomorrow. 

A total of 12,076 or 62% of those 
who responded, express the opinion that 
the church should now go on record as 
refusing to sanction any future war; 
and 10,427, or 54%, state their present 
purpose not to sanction any future war 
or participate as an armed combatant. 

When a job is in sight as a chaplain, 
the vote goes the other way. Then 
8,700, or 45%, say they would take the 
job on active duty in wartime, 34% 
say they would not and 3,721 are in 
doubt.

The results of 
that poll will be presented to you in a moment; and to attest our fairness, let 
it be known that all of our figures upon this questionnaire are taken from the re¬ 
port made in the May, 1931, "World Tomorrow" by the well-known pacifist Kirby Pagv

These are the ten who conceived and prepared and circulated the question¬ 
naire; and one of their number,Kirby Page,classified and reported upon it. 

What Are The Questions ? In recent weeks,local clergymen have contacted 
the office of the Better America Federation,much incensed by the questions submitted, 
As one clergyman said,"They are doing this merely to mobilize the slacker preachers 
of America for the purpose of intimidating our Government"] 

Herewith the Questionnaire: 

1. DO YOU FAVOR THE IMMEDIATE ENTRANCE OF THE UNITED STATES INTO THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS? 

This group, Interestingly, are all very strong for the League of 
Nations. Many sincere patriotic citizens are, as well; but it is in¬ 
teresting to observe the unanimity of the radical bunch In their sup¬ 
port of this policy. 
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(Special Bulletin - i&y 3, 1931) 

2. DO YOU FAVOR MILITARY TRAINING IN OUR PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND CIVILIAN COLLEGES 
OR UNIVERSITIES? 

(A sly question, this one. Why omit colleges npt civilian? Also, 
the same answers would "be obtained, or should he if the replies were 
frank, to this form; Do you favor the teaching of young citizens so 
ranch of National Defense as will enable them in a national emergency 
to perform those military duties which are by the U. S. Constitution 
the obligation of all male citizens between the ages of 17 and 45?) 

3. DO YOU FAVOR SUBSTANTIAL REDUCTIONS IN ARMAMENT EVEN IF THE UNITED STATES IS 
COMPET.t.ed TO TAK E THE INITIATIVE AND MAO A PROPORTIONATELY GREATER REDUCTION 
THAN OTHER NATIONS ARE YET WILLING TO DO? 

Here we see the holy ten making medicine for disarmament for 
Uncle Sara, regardless of the world conditions which he may be con¬ 
fronted with, 

4. DO YOU BELIEVE THAT THE POLICY OF ARMED INTERVENTION IN OTHER LANDS BY OUR 
GOVERNMENT TO PROTECT THE LIVES AND PROPERTY OF AMERICAN CITIZENS SHOULD BE 
ABANDONED AND PROTECTIVE EFFORTS CONFINED TO PACIFIC MEANS? 

Note this question: as it is put, it seems to carry the implica¬ 
tion th a t it is the peculiar policy of Uncle Sam to protect his nation¬ 
als, This is not so: it is a fixed and time tried principle of inter¬ 
national law. The ten know this perfectly well. Rev, Wallace T. McAfee 
of Palm Springs, California, writes to Kirgy Page a sufficient answer to 
his misleading question, when he says, 

"I was in Nanking, China, when our gunboats fired, March 24, 1927, 

Then I saw the evi1 , the evil of some men who often talk loudest for peace , 
over—generalizing at a distance . That my life was saved was of no moment , 
hut I do appreciate our sparing the Chinese from maiding a terrible blot 
on their history ." 

One may well watch closely any individual or the group of propagan¬ 
dists who propound intricate questions which are the subjects of almost 
universal research, and then demand that one shall answer them with a 
simple ‘'Yes^'or "No." 

5. DO YOU BELIEVE THAT THE CHURCHES OF AMERICA SHOULD NOW GO ON RECORD AS REFUS¬ 
ING TO SANCTION OR SUPPORT ANY FUTURE WAR? 

After answering that one, answer this: H Do you believe that the 
citizens of the United States, including those citizens in the Army,Navy, 
National Guard and Reserves, should now go on record as refusing to sanc¬ 
tion or support any future war? K Wherein has the citizen in the pulpit 
or pew had any special privilege over the citizen in the shop, factory, 
farm or barracks? 

6. ARE YOU PERSONALLY PREPARED TO STATE THAT IT IS YOUR P RESENT PURPOSE NOT TO 
S ANCTION ANY FUTURE WAR OR PARTICIPATE AS AN ARMED COMBATANT ? 

And 10,427 preachers, with clairvoyant powers giving them a complete 
vision of the future events throughout the world, blithely answered "Yes**; 
and those 10,427 preachers are standing in 10,427 pulpits on next Sunday, 
teaching to their congregations of young people and old people a doctrine 
which makes them traitors by statute law,* 
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The first Pentecost came in a military barracks at Caeseria; the 
commanding officer and all his garrison knelt before the preaching of 
St, Peter, were baptised, and joined the Church. St, Peter did not 
exact from them an oath of treason. 

Who knew best - St, Peter, who had lived and worked with the Mas¬ 
ter throu^iout his earthly ministry, or Sherwood Eddy the ex-Y. M.C.A. 
Socialist, and John Nevin Sayre of the 11 Civil Liberties Union", and 
Reinhold Niebuhr of the "League for Independent Political Action", and 
Kirby Page of the "Peoples* Lobby"? 

7. COULD YOU CONSCIENTIOUSLY SERVE AS AN OFFICIAL ARM! CHAPLAIN ON ACTIVE DUTY 
IN WARTIME? 

Another question so framed as to leave all frankness out. Why do 
they specify an "official army chaplain; and why do they specify on 
" active duty"? Is it supposed that those questioned would be quite con¬ 
science free to preach the Word of God unofficially to soldiers? And is 
it similarly supposed that one could be ah army chaplain with conscien¬ 
tious freedom if he fixed it up so that he could be on an inactive status 
when war breaks? In such case, we assume that he could baptize and min¬ 
ister to soldiers training for their country *s call, but would have to 
take a vacation when his flock were called to the duty for which they 
had. trainedj 

At any rate, 6,628 preachers say to Page, Niebuhr and Co., that they 
could not serve . 1 Not for their tender consciencesj The soldier, right 
or wrong, answering his country*s call to battle, must lie in hospital 
without their Christian ministrationsJ They will not sit beside his cot 
while he dictates his feeble last message to mother, wife, kiddies.* 

And these are they who loudest prate of "the Jesus way of life'*.* 

8. DO YOU REGARD THE DISTINCTION BETWEEN " DEFENSIVE "; AND "AGGRESSIVE" WAR AS SUF¬ 
FICIENTLY VALID TO JUSTIFY YOUR SANCTIONING OR PARTICIPATING IN A FUTURE WAR OF 
"DEFENSE"? 

"No.*« answered 7,130 preachers. And by this answer these 7,130 
preachers served notice on Uncle Sam that no matter how innocently 
he might become a party to a conflict; no matter if it be a pure de¬ 
fenses of those sacred institutions which made possible these 7,130 
preachers going to college under the Flag and rearing their children 
in safe homes under the Flag: they give Uncle Sam notice that they 
will teach their congregations of citizens that they shall not obey 
the obligations of citizenship . ~

flag - "Oh, No, that's against my principles! 1 "

There is an interesting incongruity here. 8,316 preachers would sanction 
and participate in a war of defense ; but 12,076 preachers vote in question 5 that 
the churches should refuse sanction and support of any war. Since but 19,372 votes 
were cast, we find that at least 1,020 preachers say there is such a difference 
between an offensive and a defensive war, that they believe they should sanction 
and participate in the latter, but they nevertheless want the Church to stand 
slacker in such a war,' Such reasoning would give evidence that these clergymen 
studied Logic in the school of Machiavolli, or in a school of eels,*

Hot; the Young Theologqes Voted . 

The insidious organized influence of anti-patriotism has cleverly been 
long at work upon the youthful students preparing for the ministry in our theo¬ 
logical seminaries. Some months ago, August Claessens, the leader of New York So¬ 
cialism, addressing a meeting of his henchmen said, 

"There are two groups we must work on with particular emphasis: we 
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must work on the immigrant, Y 7 imiing him to Socialism before ho becomes "sold" on 
the United States; and we must work on the young theological at-udent , forthey 
will be missionaries of Socialism in their parishes J» And Claessens added, "I 
have just returned from a visit to Union Theological Seminary whore 1 found a 
group of young men already ripe for our cause j" 

Anri no Kirby Page is able to report that his questionnaires came back to 
him from the theological seminaries with a vote very encouraging to the slacker 
cause. Nearly four-fifths of those replying said the Church should refuse to sup¬ 
port or sanction any war; and only one in four would serve as chaplains. 

Once more we note the consistency with which the "intellectual" radical 
pacifist mind hugs to the League of Nations idea; for out of 1,101 theologues 
voting, 832 were for immediate entry into the League, only 66 were opposed, and 
195 students were doubtful. Congratulations might very properly be extended to 
those 195 young men who expressed doubt; the young collegian, engrossed in the com¬ 
plex schedule of his studies for his life-work (particularly ufoen it is a life- 
work quite divorced from any opportunity to probe skillfully into intricate ques¬ 
tions of international life), is evidencing-coraraendable wisdom when he candidly 
says about such abstruse problems, "I do not pretend to know.’" 

But fifty per cent, or half a thousand, of these youngsters, under the 
clever influence of defeatist teachers, have said they will not minister to the 
soldier of his country; and sixty-two per cent refuse to admit that even a pure 
defense of the American nation and institutions is justifiable.

fl hat Patriotic Preachers Think About I t. 

It is very natural that this sedition-breeding questionnaire by this 
group of ten misleaders should arouse thorough antagonism in the minds of all 
clergymen not yet steeped in the propaganda of the anti-Uational, Socialist group. 
"The World Tomorrow", through the pen of Kirby Page, found it diplomatic to give 
space for many of these patriotic utterances, a few of which we reproduce here¬ 
with. Of course, it must be borne in mind that in spite of the strength and the 
validity of these patriotic pronouncements, the pacifist hierarchy will not change 
its mind nor abate one ounce its constant effort to sabotage the bulwarks of the 
Republic, 

Rev. P. E. Petersime of Vallejo, California: - 

"To answer the last four other than I have, would seem to me 
to be treason against a Christian nation. 

"Jflr son took four years of military trainin g in hi^i school 
an( l it hasnH hurt him . I know so long as sin and hate are to be found 
in pagan nations, there is sure to bo war. If war, then I would rather 
ny boy be prepared to protect himself and the helpless. Thousands died 
in the World War because pacifist agitators were constantly opposing pr e¬ 
p aredness . Better discharge our police "in every city and throw our homes 
open to brigands as to weaken our protection from briganding nations. I 
have no desire for war. I want peace if possible. But I do not want 
peace so badly as to make me, commit treason against a blood—bought free- 
dom given me by ny nation. If some preachers vdio are yelping peace all 
the while would really face their task as messengers of salvation, they 
would be terribly busy, jy observation has been that when war does show 
up, those fellows make the loudest noise about their patriotism." 
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Rev. Donald M. Grant of Buffalo Village, Pennsylvania:- 

i*i sometimes wonder how some men can escape arrest and impris¬ 
onment, being convicted by their own utterances as disloyal to the Gov¬ 
ernment of the United States of America. Much of the propaganda now being 
carried on by certain organizations under the guise of the church is lit¬ 
tle short of treason , and is as surely playing into the hands of revolu¬ 
tionists and anarchists as any of the ’red* literature emanating from, 
bolshevik quarters, and s ome one must be held responsible .'* 

Rev, M. A . Robeson of Pulton, Illinois, sayss-

Rev. William L. Manny of Walnut, Illinois, saysj- 

•• I have not reached that point in Christian thinking wherein I 
beliove that we must dispense with all k»ur police forces, bank guards, de¬ 
tectives, otc., and givo our institutions and our personal safety into the 
hands of the criminal class. I’beliOVd 'in protection against violent and' 
criminal nations. I do not consider any nation a criminal nation at pres¬ 
ent , but I can find the record of such nations in history. 

Rev. Emery L. Bradford says:- 


11 1 beliove the churches, one and all, and every ri^it-minded man, 
should yoke-in-together, and pull together, and pull until the load is deliv¬ 
ered, until the curse and scourge of war is a forgotten memory of barbarism; 
but to say that I would never fight for any cause or under any. circumstances, 
No,Sir ! I would consider rryself a lily-livered poltroon . But you do not 
care about that - you want a 'Yes' and 'No 1 answer. 11 

Rev. Warren Eugene Shirey of Robinson, Illinois# says;- 

"I served in the World war and have no conscientious twinges over 
it except that I Aid not get in sooner ." 

Rev. William A. Aiken of Fort Du Pont, Delaware, says:,- 


" Duty to country is not determined by private judgment. 11 

Rev. Charles H. Frick of Kingston, Pennsylvania, says:- 

(Referring to the "serving as a chaplain in war” questionnaire) 


"Permit me to feel red-headed at two suggestions: Tho question¬ 
naire seems not to recognize the fact that the soldier is the victim of cir¬ 
cumstance and should he the object of our concern and pity. If ever ; a poor 
boy neods tho comfort and assurance of religion it is when ho is pushed into 
the hell of war; and to desert him then - well, I can't swear, so will say 
nothing, (The greatest insul t I can imagine to Christ is to keep Him from 
those pho need Him most, and those the ones who go to tho front in our stead . 
(Remember •the chaplain is refused the right to be a combatant. ) n 

Rev. J, J. Hofmann, of Marinette, Wisconsin, says:- 

"It not the churches' business to say whether our country 
should, or should not enter the League of Nations. This is up to our Govern¬ 
ment. What the churches should do in this matter is to pray for our Govern^ 
ment that God may guide it in its decisions. We should more than ever strive 
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to make our people Christians who will allow God, or rather Christas spirit, 
to guide them. I believe that our Government will do^the right thing if 

guided by Christ_ but I am not at all sure that it will be able to do that 

if it is led and tutored by the church. 11 

Eev, Joseph Virgil Clar, of Chicago, says:- 

«I am disgusted and ashamed of your questions. They do not repre¬ 
sent a pure American interest, and reveal no thought. Quit using the cloak of 
the church in a scheme that is a damage to the people of the United States," 

Eev. Golder Lawrence, of San Bernardino, California, says:- 
(Answering the question as to belief in military training. 5 

"I answer in the affirmative for I have seen what lack of it meant 
in 1917-1918 . ' The real murderers are those in educational and ministerial 
and other leadership fields who, knowing that the peace of the world is more 
in jeopardy today (for the world is better armed and the causes for unrest 
greater than in 1914) insist upon sending another arny of untrained youth into 
the field to be murdered by trained soldiers . I saw it done. And all the 
fine and sentimental and theoretical argument s some of us spin, cannot change 
what I saw. I cannot forget that." 

Eev. Angus E. Clephan, of Put-in-Bay, Ohio, ffeiysj- 

"Military training in schools does not encourage fighting any more 
than teaching boxing encourages brawling; as an amateur middleweight of past 
years, pugilism taught me to refrain from fighting unless desperately required 
for the protection of some lady. It taught me self-control and poise - free¬ 
dom from fear and being unmanly as so many of our flim-flam lounge lizards 
are today." 

Eev. Elmer S. Anderson, of Bialto, California, says:- 

"Bo long as the public schools of America have the protection and 
support of the United States Constitution and said Constitution calls for mil¬ 
itary activity for any cause whatever, the United States Government should 
have a gight to train its own citizens, without hindrance , in every legiti¬ 
mate form." 

The Los Angeles Times in a very thoughtful editorial upon this rad¬ 
ical questionnaire in its issue of April 26, saysr- 

"To discover that 37 per cent of any substantial number of clergy¬ 
men - and 19,372 is a substantial number - can see no valid distinction be¬ 
tween aggressive and defensive war, that 34 per cent are so opposed to war they 
could not conscientiously serve as army chaplains, and that 83 per cent oppose 
even the mild military training that the schools offer, is hi^ily surprising 
and even disquieting. There is something wrong with theological education that 
leads to the holding of such extreme views, even among a minority of clergy¬ 
men. It will be a sad day for this country nifoen patriotic citizens are unable 
to find leadership in their church, and if extr eme pacifism captures that church, 
that day will be at hand." 


Would These Slackers Be Morely Passive? 

Mr. Harry A. Jung, head of the American Vigilant Intelligence 
Federation of Chicago, in an editorial discussing this questionnaire brings 
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out a point of v ital importanc e. He says:- 

»The point at issue is, that from our knowledge, a considerable 
majority of those 10,427 Kirby Page-Sherwood Eddy followors 'would not h e 
content to refrain from active participation in defense of the Constitution 
and Government of the United States , h ut would openly lend thoir efforts 
to hampering' the Government in the prosecution of a necessary armed conflict , 

and hy such actions become as truly 1 traitors’ as though they had actuall y 

deserted to th e enemy forces . This was done by some preachers during the 
last war and for nearly fourteen years these slacker-pacifist potential- 
traitor leaders, such as Page, Eddy, Ward, etc,, have been overwhelming 
American preachers with slacker pacifist propaganda* 11

Suppression is doing just what it 
has always done. 

The'movies'and'talkies' are exerting

That is, out of some 6,003 meters cut out of 
films submitted by German,French,British, Soviet and 
American films, 3,88$ meters were cut out of American 
films and 3$ meters out of Soviet films.

Sear Kirby: 

My resignation from the L*I*P*A* Executive Committee 
leaves me, of course* without the right to say too much about 
L*I*P*A* policies* but I do want to present certain matters for 
your own and your committee's consideration* 

1* You cannot expect to hold your organisation 
together, looking to some big movement in 1936 but observing an 
attitude more or less of neutrality in 1932* You will simply 
lose what members you have in '32* In other words* it is 
necessary to take some action with regard to the '32 campaign* 

2* You cannot expect to delay your action until after 
you see whom the old parties nominate* No independent political 
movement can or will deserve to succeed which bas£s its independ¬ 
ence simply on the question of the personality of the old parties 
candidates* 


3* My travels round the country convince me that it 
will be very hard to stop the nomination of Roosevelt by the 
Democrats. All the chances favor his nomination and he will get 
a large amount of the muddle headed liberal and progressive 
support* You cannot support him consistently with your policy 
and purpose but lots of your members, I am afraid, will want to 
go his way, especially if you wait until the last minute before 
forming definite plans. This means, among other things, that it 
might not be a bad plan for you to post yourselves on his record 
which is by no means wholly satisfactory. 

I refer* for instance, to such matters as: (a) his author¬ 
ship of the Haitian Constitution of which he boasted when he ran 
for Vice President in 1920} (b) his extraordinary subservience to 
Tammany during his whole first term in the matter of appointments 
and the bills he vetoed and signed; (c) his effort to carry water

on both shoulders in the way he has handled the matter of investigation of 
New York City officials 5 (d) his failure to fight vigorously for unemploy¬ 
ment insurance in the last Legislature} (e) his failure to back up Robert Moses 
whose recommendations in the City Trust inquiry might, if they had been 
carried out* have prevented the failure of the Bank of U«S« Roosevelt kept 
Uoses off the Commission to which he referred the Moses report and put on 
Pollack of the Bank of U#S« instead*;.(f) in general Roosevelt has no adequate 
or well thought out policy on any of the large issues, not even power. What 
we have to do is to get possession of the power trust, not try to compete 
with it. 


3 , I think now, as always, that the best thing for the League for 
Independent Political Aetion to do would be to support a small size mass 
movement into the Socialist party to build it up. That is certainly the 
logical thing to do. Failing that, at least there ought to be prompt coopera' 
tion looking toward a definite policy for *32.
